Recently four sick ducks were 
caught at Stobart Lake and sent to 
Edmonton and handed over to Dr. 
Rowan who is endeavoring to find out 
what is wrong with tl.om, A letter ve- 
ceived by Bert James from a party 
in Edmonton said in part as follows: 

“Dr. Rowan said that it was not 
wncommon for ducks to die like that 
in irrigation reserves, The same thing 
has been known to happen in sever 
al places. He mentioned Lake Newell 
as being one of them. He added that 
he supposed it to be a part of alkali 
fever, and that the blood suckers 
twere secondary to the sickness, Ac- 
cording to him, no human desease is 
known to ducks, and therefore it will 
be alright to shoot them. However, 
dhe advised that ‘all thin dueks be 
discarded.”

NEW VEGETABLES OF PROMISE 


(Experimental Farms Note( 

There has been a breat deal of ef- 
fort made during the past few years 
vn the Dominion ixperimental farms 
to actually originate and introduce 
new varieties of vegetables that really 
nave merits surpassing the cnes In use 
or many years, 

Corn is a comparatively easy crop 
to work with and it is simply surpris- 
ing the improvement made by plant 
breeding methods. For instance Bant- 
ng, Gold Nugget, Dorinny and Span- 
ish Gold have taken the place of many 
of the older white varieties, due 
largely to earliness, superior quality 
and yellow color. 

Beans are still an important snap 
pod cop and it is most interesting to 
not tlt the well known Davis Wax 
bean that was looked upon as one 
of the best money making varieties 
has been superseded by an improved 
stringless strain, 

If a very tasty green flesh musk- 
melon is desired the Early Knight 
will be found most acceptable. This 
variety matures very early and grows 
to a desirable size for the the ice 
cream tiade, The flesh is a very at- 
tractive green, rich in muskiness 
and with an exceptionally fine flav- 
or, As an early maturing green 
tleshed variety it is unsurpassed. 

The value of early maturing to- 
matoes in certain sections is well 
known to those who have experienc- 
ed a desire to grow the crop in their 
own garden and have the thrill of 
picking nice ripe fruit fresh from 
the plants, This is possible even 
in the short season sections of such 
varieties as Abel and Alacrity§ are 
grown. The tomatoes fuly ripened 
can be had in from 95 to 109 days 
from seed sowing, according to the 
performance of these ulants at the 
Central Experimental farm, where 
these varieties were originated. Ac- 
cording to a report received from the 
North Dakota agicultural experi- 
mental station, Abel tomatoe led 
all other early maturing varieties for 
earliness and yield in 1982, 

Where a rhubarb pie is relished 
or sauce of that plant is looked upon 
with favor, Ruby rhubarb will be 
found to give the reddest product and 
require the least amount of sugar of 
all yarieties available, 

After all those interested in veg- 
etable gardening should consult the 
superintendent of the nearest Do- 
minion experimental station regard- 
ing the problem of varieties suit- 
able for the locality,

SEASON OPENS 
NEXT FRIDAY NOON | 


The duck shooting season will 
open Friday noon and already the 
local nimrods are oiling and “slick- 
ing” up their artillery, Since so many 
ducks have died at Stobart Lake a 
lot of the hunters are in a quandry 
what to do about shooting up there 
fearing that some of the birds they 
may shoot will be infected with. the 
walady that has carried off so many 
of them, An inspection of the lake 
shore a few days ago showed a very 
decided decrease in the numbers of 
sick and dead birds along the shore. 
So here’s hoping the epidemic is on 
the wane. ‘The season for shooting 
ducks and geese lasts from Sept. 15, 
12 noon until November 14th, Long 
before the zero hour of opening fire 
hunters will be observed slowly get- 
ting info their favorite positions on 
the sloughs, giving many a sigh as the 


ducks silently fly overhead within 
range of their trusty guns. All are 
watching the minute hand of their 


watches slowly creep to the hour of 
twelve, then some fellow’s watch 
whose minute hand is a minute fast- 
er than the other hunters touches 
the magic hour of twelve and he turns ; 
loose followed immediately by all tha; 
others until the popping of Sshot- 
guns is continuous. The bag limit 
is 15 ducks in the aggregate of al\ 
kinds in any day during September 
and in any day during the balance 
of the open season, ducks 25 and 
geese ten a day. No more than 100 
ducks or more than 25 geese in one 
season.

pests resulting in almost if not quite complete crop failure. Many people 
would have been able to fairly well contend against one of these adverse 
conditions, but were swamped by a combination of the two. 


The result has, of necessity, been not only a loss of income and liveli- 
hood to thousands of individuals,—because the losses in the agricultural} 
world has brought unemployment and loss in the industrial world,—but it 
has thrown a very heavy burden on all governments, while at the same time | 
greatly reducing their revenues wherewith to meet that burden. People with- 
out incomes cannot, of course, pay taxes, Public services have had to be cut, 
and various economies enforced. 

Canada, as a nation, and the Western Provinces in particular, have al- 
ways been generous in making provision for the education of the youth of 
the land. They have been proud of their educational systems. They have nev- 
er been backward in giving whole-hearted support to the improvement of 
education for their children and increasing the means of obtaining it by all. 
As a result, expenditures for education have been heavy, and school taxes 
high. 

Owing to the necessity of cutting public expenditures in these times, | 
some people have advocated a slashing of expenditures on education, involv- 
ing drastic curtailments in the school facilities provided, and Mmiting the) 
educational opportunities of the present generation. Serious reductions have 
aleady taken place, and in particular, teachers’ salaries in rural schools have | 
been reduced to a point where it is difficult for them to carry on. Neverthe- 
less some short-sighted, panic-stricken people still clamor for still greater 
“savings” at the expense of the education of the children of today. To all 
such we would recommend a careful consideration of the following article| 
contributed to the Victoria, B.C.,, Times, inasmuch as the application of the 
truths contained therein are by no means confined to the Province and people 
of British Columbia: 

With economic conditions as they are, we hear on all sides the most 
fantastic suggestions about closing the schools, doing away with high) 
school education after the age of 14, save for those who can afford to pay 
fees, about elimination of schoo] services that make for education efficiency, 


about merciless slashing of teachers’ salaries, 

“Teach 'em till they are fourteen,” said a man of reputed mental bril- 
liance to me the other day. “Teach 'em till they are fourteen, then let them 
go,—unless their parents can afford to pay for them to go in for higher 
education.”’ 

“Let them go.” But where?In Vancouver alone 40,000 children are 
attending school, What if 4,000, 5,000 of them were turned out of the 
schools? Were not able to go back this year? And probably as many more 
throughout the province? 

Twenty years ago such children might have been absorbed in uncon- 
sidered labor of some kind, in apprenticeship, in farm work (though not in 
British Columbia this last), 

What is there for them to do now? What? 

And as every mother, every teacher knows, fourteen is a dangerous age. 

Britain has been through a petty bad time these last ten years, but she 
has not cut her school services. As a matter of fact she has increased 
them. She knows she had to. 

It seems to me if any of these drastic curtailments suggested by re- 
actionaries are done save in tentative moderation and as temporary ex- 
pedients, a Dark Age will set in. 

Of course, the highest work in the intellectual world always seems to be 
beyond the range of intelligence of the majority of people. A nation’s rank 


in the world may be estimated as high or low by the amount it allows itself 
for the higher kinds of work That is for its teachers, its clergy, its in- 
ventors, its social service workers, its creators of all kinds of art. Take the 
nations and see how they measure up in your estimation to this axiom. 

If a nation wants able men and women to deal with and teach its 
children, it must pay for ability, 

A mean demand will meet with a mean supply. 

And the nation in the long run will be the loser. 

Canada cannot afford to lose in this matter of education. Children of 
this changing civilization,—for changing it is and very rapidly in form and 
ideals,— cannot afford to lose. We, the adults of this generation, have no 
right to steal from the future generation anything in the matter of educa- 
tional opportunities or wisdom. 

“Young Canada we stand on guard for thee’ was the apt and inten- 
tional misquotation used by Dean D, Buchanan in his address to the British 
Columbia Teachers’ Federation, in convention, It tersely sums up the atti- 
tude of teachers and parents during this time of economic stress.

Police, has prescribed a trumpet of 
low pitch and single note for Parisian 
automobiles and has proscribed all 
other instruments of noise, according 


|to a letter he recently wrote O. C. 


Cabot, an official of La Societe pour 
la Supression du Bruit. 

M. Cabot had written the Prefect 
as follows: 

“Experience has demonstrated that 
horn-blowing is rarely, if ever, neces- 
sary at all in the city and that me- 
chanical and loud horns should be 
totally suppressed. Any motorist who 
attempts to cross an intersecting 
thoroughfare at full speed, relying 
solely upon his horn, risks a serious 
accident. If he slackens his pace and 
looks to right and left, surely the 
horn is superfluous. We are convinced 
that nine times out of ten when a 
loud blast from an unseen vehicle is 
heard by the driver of a given ve- 
hicle, it is quite impossible for the 
jlatter to decide from which direction 
the warning has come. Yet 50 un- 
offending citizens have had their 
hearing outraged and their nerves 
|lacerated for nothing. 

“The usual reason given for sound- 
ing the horn !s the wish to pass an- 
other car, But when the car in front 
is already proceeding at sufficiently 
high speed this racing propensity 
should be sternly discouraged in town 
streets, as a large percentage of acci- 
dents is due to this practice”’—New

| The Japanese bectle, which invad- 
ed the United States in 1916, has so 
| far been held at bay on the Canadian 
|frontier by the inspectors of the Do- 
'minion entomological branch, 
have intercepted adult beetles, both 
alive and dead, several times in sh’p- 
ments of various kinds from 
south. Precautions are taken at all 
Places of entry into Canada. Dead 
beetles were found in a motor car at 
Yarmouth, N-S., and in a car at N.a- 
gara Falls, and nine in a shipment of 
aquatic plants, The beetle in the grub 
‘stage feeds on grasses, and as an 
adult on fruits and foliage of various 
trees.
